FOR SII/VER. 


The telegraph has brought tome fresh 


•MDraoees that President Harrison was 
not going to giT* himself away by mak- 
any promises that be could not fulfill. 
More than once, too, since bit iuaugur- 
ation assurances ba»e been enppliad 
tbat he means to live strictly up to the 
platform on which be was elected, Tbii, 
says tbe Salt Luke Tribune, we have «z 
pected from him from the firttt, because 
tbat 11 t> part of the churaoter be bai 
made daring twenty-five years of premi 
nenoe before bis oonntrymen, and, bet- 
ter slill, it is tbe reputation which be 
bears among his near neighbors of all 
shades of polities. This supplies an as- 
•aranee to tbe country that as soon a* 
Congress can legislate ou the eilve* 
question then legislation will meet with 
hearty concurrence on the part of tbe 
Executive. There baa been no troable 
for three years, so Senator Stewart saya, 
about passing any needed legislation, 
eicept opposition from the White Honse 
Mr. Cleveland took bis ideas from Mr 
Manning, and after once absorbing them 
be was not content to entertain them 
himself, bat he wanted to force his 
party in Congress to 
adopt 
tnem. 


Hence, for three years past, there has 
not been one step of progress in tbe 
matter. 
We confidently expeot tbat by 


next Jaaoary silver will be practically 
on tbe same plane with gold under tbe 
law, and tbat tbe bill, when it goes to 
the President, will meet with prompt 
approval. In tbe meantime w* have 
not lost hope that Secretary Wiudom in 
anticipation of snch legislation, will 
coin tbe minimum instead of tbe mini- 
mem of silver provided nnder the Bland 
law.

He Will Nat Allow Veterans of the 


Union to Suffer. 


CHICAGO, March 24.—The 
News' 


Washington special says: "I believe 
in giving every Union soldier, his wid- 
ow or orphan, who is in need, a pen- 
sion, and in giving it to him as quickly 
us possible," said Corporal Tanner, the 
new Commissioner of Pensions. 
Cor- 


poral Tanner baa long been a pension 
liberalist of the most pronounced type. 
During the recent campaign he stamped 
Indiana and declared iu almost every 
speech that if he had the power there 
<voold never be the necessity for an ex- 
Union soldier or sailor, or his widow or 
orphan, to accept public or private char- 
ity. 
He would make them all inde- 


pendent out of the public treasury. 
No one knew better than General Har- 
rison these statement*, arid the appoint- 
ment of Corporal Tanner to the position 
where the laws already on the statute 
books can be construed to allow practi- 
cally unlimited pensions is taken as a 
direct indorsement of the sentiment. 


For three months the issue of pen- 


sions has been almost suspended. The 
Commissioner has directed that the 
daily lists of pensions allowed be no 
longer published, as he did not waul 
comparisons with the present work of 
tbe bureau and that of six, eight and 
ten months ago, when the soldier vote 
was 
being sought,

Mr. Hunter** hedge 
ia only four years old and stands six 
feet high, some of the main stems 
being about two inches in diameter 
Alter the first year or two it seems to 
do well without much irrigation, and it 
ta almost impossible to kill it oat. Mr. 
Hunter ia now trimming his hedge, 
and will gladly give any person planting 
slips who will take the trouble to oall 
at his residence and gather then.. Mr. 
Hunter says he trims off enough slips 
each year to plant ten miles of hedge.
